[ elegancies of life—tolerably well removed 
i from the main door of entrance. The resi- 
\ dent of London enters his house by means 
S of a porch or doorstep raised but little 
[ above the sidewalk. His drawing rooms 
[ are in the story above. New York' has 
i not felt the need of this arrangement un¬ 
til our own time, and it may be said that 
the other close built and crowded cities of 
the country have not been much in ad¬ 
vance of it. , 

As the town grew into a city the New 
Yorker raised his drawing rooms higher 
and higher above the level of the street, 

[ but raised his front door with them. 
Gotham is responsible for the anomaly of 
the high stoop house and has clung to rt 
for 79 years. It never existed in any pre¬ 
vious epoch and did not exist 50 years 
ago in any other city of the known world, 
but when New York, the wealthiest and 
largest city on the continent, adopted this 
abnormal type as itsown other cities, even 
strongly individual and strongly differen¬ 
tiated Boston, took it over and made their 
houses to correspond very closely to the 
New York prototype. There have indeed 
been a few English basement houses dur¬ 
ing the past three-quarters of a century, 
and about 1870 the French basement type 
was introduced, but these systems of plan 
had so little success that they would hard¬ 
ly be worthy of mention, except in a. thor¬ 
ough historical study of house planning in 
America.—Russell Sturgis in Harper’s 
Magazine For March.

Itipays to buy atFoisferik 


Nearly Five Gallons For Every Man, 

Woman and CIilIU Consumed—Dis¬ 
tilleries nourished, and Drunken¬ 
ness Was Very Common. 

The little community that had gath¬ 
ered round Roger "Williams in Rhode 
Island established a public brewhonse 
in 1638, which served as a brewhonse, 
wineroom and grocery. At about the 
same time. 1637, a law passed by the 
general court of Massachusetts Bay 
conferred upon Captain Sedgewick, who 
before that time set up a brewhonse at 
his great charge, ” a monopoly of brew¬ 
ing. William Penn introduced brewing 
into Pennsylvania at a very early date. 
He built a brewery near bis own home 
in Pennsburg, and it was under bis fos¬ 
tering care that the “infant industry” 
prospered for a time and made “Quaker 
beer” quite famous. 

At the beginning of the nest century 
a change came for the worse as far as 
drink was concerned. Instead of brew¬ 
ing Quaker beer the colonists now 
turned their attention to importing and 
distilling rum, and, although we read 
nothing of drunkenness among the beer 
drinking Puritans, Baptists and Quak¬ 
ers up to this time, there was plenty of 
it afterward. They had commenced to 
trade with the West Indies, exchang¬ 
ing lumber, fish, .etc., for sugar, mo¬ 
lasses and rum. Soon rum was every¬ 
where in demand, and the colonists 
commenced to manufacture it exten¬ 
sively from the molasses thus imported. 

In 1746 there were three distilleries 
in the New York colony and six in 
1749. Essex and South streets, Boston, 
and later Beech street were long noted 
for distilleries. InNewport, R. I., there 
were at one time 30 distilleries of rum. 
Before the close of the last century 
there were 30 in Boston, and at one 
time, says Drake, New England rum 
was only f dttrpence and West India rum 
sixpence per quart in Boston. It became 
a prominent article of commerce to 
Nova Scotia. Canada, France, Africa 
and Turkey. It was the staple article 
in the African slave trade used in pay¬ 
ment for slaves. 

Rum and distilleries soon paralyzed 
beer and the breweries. In the southern 
provinces attempts to introduce beer 
were quickly frustrated -because do¬ 
mestic spirits could he had more cheap¬ 
ly. The cheapness of ram militated not 
only against brewing, but also against 
viticulture and winemaking. 

In 1792 there were 2,579 distilleries 
in the United States, and when in 1794 
the government attempted to place a 
tax on distilled spirits the patrons of 
whisky, which was then being distilled 
as extensively in the west as was ram 
in the east, raised a rebellion of such 
dimensions that 15,000 militiamen had 
to be called out to suppress it. In 1810 
distilleries of either rum or whisky 
numbered 14,191, being an increase of 
nearly sixfold, while the population had 
increased only twofold. 

Hon. Samuel Dexter, LL. D., presi¬ 
dent of the Massachusetts Society For 
the Suppression of Intemperance, in 
1814 said: 

“The quantity of ardent spirits con¬ 
sumed in the country surpasses belief. 
In 1810 25,499,382 gallons were dis¬ 
tilled, of which 133,823 gallons wer6 
exported, leaving 25,865,559 gallons to 
he consumed at home, the population 
of the country being 4,173,024. Con¬ 
sidering the caution with which ac¬ 
counts of property are rendered to the 
government for fear of taxation, con¬ 
sidering also the quantities distilled in 
private families, there is a high proba¬ 
bility that millions might be added. 
Let it stand, however, as it is and add 
8,000,000 of spirits in the same year 
imported, and the quantity for home 
consumption amounts to 83,365,559 
gallons. This would be in 1810 an av¬ 
erage of 4 4-7 gallons for every person 
of every age and condition in the Unit¬ 
ed States, or nearly a twofold increase 
in the period of only 18 years. 

“The town of Fitchburg, Mass., in 
1825, with 1,900 inhabitants, consumed 
100 hogsheads of rum in a single year; 
Dudley, in 1826, with 1,800 inhab¬ 
itants, drank 10,000 gallons of rum; 
Shrewsbury, in 1825, with 1,400 in¬ 
habitants, drank 12Q hogsheads of rum; 
Wilbraham, in 1827, with 2,000 inhab¬ 
itants, drank 8,000 gallons of rum; 
Salisbury, Conn., in 1827, had 34 fam¬ 
ilies who consumed 29J4 gallons of rum 
in each family; Troy, N. Y., in 1829, 
With a population of 10,000, consumed 
73,959 gallons of rum. 

“From 1730 to 1830, a full century, 
the strongest intoxicating drinks were 
in general use, with rarely a word of re¬ 
buke from pulpit, press or philanthro¬ 
pist. A prominent French official said 
at the time, ‘Whisky is the best part of 
the American government. ’ ” 

In every session of congress for 20 
years after the ratification of the con¬ 
stitution many forcible attempts were 
made to encourage the use of malt liq¬ 
uors, and so far as fiscal measures are 
concerned to promote brewing nothing 
was left undone, hut popular dissatis¬ 
faction prevented the continuance of 
these agencies 

Distilling operations, which at first 
were confined to the Atlantic states, 
which traded with the West Indies, 
soon spread all over the western coun¬ 
try, where immense quantities of whis¬ 
ky were made and sold at a very low 
price. Stills were set up in every direc¬ 
tion. A large number of farmers had 
stills for making apple jack from cider 
as one of their necessary agricultural 
implements. The government tax od 
stills and the license for retailing were 
small and amounted to nothing as re¬ 
pressive measures.—Detroit News-'"''*"’'

A Fortune in Eggs. 

A Tribune correspondent says: 
‘So much has been written lately 
commending the British system of 
preserving eggs that I must add 
my experience. I have been pre¬ 
serving eggs for the last thirteen 
years with complete success by 
this system. In 1888, we packed 
what eggs we produced ourselves, 
between May 1st and August 7th, 
amounting to 417 dozen. It cost 
me half a cent a dozen to preserve 
them. I could have sold them j ust 
as we gathered them for about 10 
cents per dozen. I kept them till 
December, shipped them to Phila¬ 
delphia, and got, after paying for 
shipping and selling, 27 cents a 
dozen. Thinking this was a large 
advance for holding eggs four or 
five months, I concluded the next 
year to buy some eggs. I borrow- 
$315, and bought 1,400 dozen eggs 
at 10 cents a dozeu, and 2,000 dozen 
at 8 cents a dozen. The material 
to preserve them cost $15. I sold 
In November, and after paying 
back the $315 I had borrowed, I 
had $594 left for less than two 
months work. The $95 I expended 
for poultry, and laid by the other 
for the next year’s egg trade. In 
1S90,1 waited until eggs got down 
to S cents a dozen, and invested 
my $500 in buying 6,400 dozen. I 
held them till near the holidays, 
and after paying for shipping and 
selling, they averaged me 29£ cents 
a dozeu, or $1,888. In 1891, I fixed 
up a packing room at a cost of $150. 
I borrowed $3,000, and invested 
$4,500 in eggs that cost me ,8 cents 
a dozen, making 50,000 dozen eggs. 
In December, I went to New York 
and helped to market a large por¬ 
tion of the eggs myself, and got a 
trifle over 30 cents a dozen, or 
about $15,000 iu all. In 1893, I 
moved east, located in New York, 
and increased my business. In 
the summer of 1895, I preserved 
52,000 dozen, which cost me about 
10 cents a dozen; part of them 
were sold in December; before eggs 
took their rise, but- the bulk of 
them was held until February, and 
sold so the whole lot averaged ov¬ 
er 38 cents a dozen. Few people 
realize the magnitude of the egg 
trade iu the United States. I know 
of no business that has the certain 
profit that preserving eggs has. I 
never knew anyone who had a good 
method o£ preserving eggs but 
what made money at the business. 
Over half the eggs sold in cities in 
the winter as fresh eggs, are only 
preserved eggs, which the custom¬ 
er supposes are fresh. Hence all 
you have to do to have cheap eggs 
is to buy them when they are cheap 
and pre serve them. ”_

THE BLOODHOUND'S SCENT. 


One Who linows Says It Has Been Over¬ 
estimated. 

Hon. R. H. Chinn, formerly of New 
Orleans, now of Vacaville, Cal., well 
known in St. Louis, had this to say to 
a Star-Sayings reporter about blood¬ 
hounds and trail dogs a few days ago: 

“I have yet to meet-the first man who 
ever saw a bloodhound in our southern 
country. They are too ferocious for 
domestic purposes and are not trace 
dogs. : ' ■ V- k V 

“I carried some a few years ago to the 
island of Cuba—a Siberian bloodhound 
and an English "bloodhound pup. The 
government officials had the former 
caged with latticed iron bars before al¬ 
lowing him to land, on account of his 
ferocious appearance. He was taken to 
my plantation and an iron muzzle 
placed on him, and even then the fear 
of his doing serious damage caused him 
to be killed. The English pup for the 
same reason whs sent to the Lyons 
brewery for safe keeping. 

“The foxhound, a lazy, worthless 
dog apparently, is the trail dog, trained 
to pursue fugitives from justice. I had 
Buch a dog. The mode of training was 
to put him in a room, to he fed and 
handled by only one person, until 
grown. Then, aUer being scantily fed 
for two or three days, a hone with a 
little meat was given him; while gnaw¬ 
ing this bone his trainer fought him 
with his hat, took the bone from him, 
went some distance, and climbed a 
tree. The dog upon being released 
took his trail and traced him. Being 
treated in the same way the next day, 
the trainer took the "bone a mile off and 
was trailed. The dog was then trained 
and ready for his work. When anyone 
was missing it was only necessary to 
give the dog a small piece of any por¬ 
tion of his wearing apparel and tell 
him ‘hunt the man.’ He was off run¬ 
ning immediately. So eager would he 
be in his pursuit he would run over 
small children, between the legs of 
larger ones, his head" close to the 
ground, perfectly oblivious to all im¬ 
pediments in his way when the trail 
was hoi. This trailing was frequently 
done twelve hours after the missing 
man had disappeared and never in a 
single instance was the dog known to 
deceive or fail in his hunt. He would 
chase the fugitive through bushes and 
briers, across creeks, over burnt cane- 
fields, and would invariably bring him 
to bay. During three years of service 
he was never known to bite or injure 
anyone. 

“All the blood-curdling tales we 
have heard of hunting people on Cuban 
and southern plantations with blood 
hounds are a farce. Trace hounds are 
not fierce; they were never known to 
injure a man and were easily repelled 
if they attempted it. When the trail 
was cold he would follow it very 
quietly; now and then he would run in 
a circle or to the right and suddenly to 
the left. Frequently we would lose 
him in the underbrush, hut when the 
trail got hot and he howled a horn was 
blown to encourage him and he was 
followed up by a horseman.”

A Chinese Backsliding;. 
I. 
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How They Buncoed a WMgky Pirate Out of 

a Sloop ^Loaded with Liquor. 

The Indians of the west coast of Van¬ 
couver island have adopted a novel and 
decidedly effective method of dealing 
with white whisky pirates who fre¬ 
quent their villages, as James Johnson, 
of Victoria, formerly master of the 
sealing schooner Kilmany, knows to 
his cost. He had come to the conclu¬ 
sion that there was big money for the 
man who made a systematic tour of the 
west coast with bottled samples of gin 
and whisky. 

Accordingly, says the San Francisco 
Examine!-, he purchased a small trad¬ 
ing sloop, loaded her with a cargo of 
Btimulants and sailed for Barclay sound 
some time ago. There, for a few days, 
he did a rushing business retailing his 
low-grade intoxicants at five to ten 
dollars per bottle. The Indians knew 
they were being robbed and remon¬ 
strated, but no reduction in the price 
was made. 

Then they held a council and a great 
plan was evolved. The aid of the In¬ 
dian police was secured, and while 
the master of the sloop slumbered he 
was surrounded, made prisoner, hand¬ 
cuffed and led in triumph to the vil¬ 
lage.

The 
cargo was consumed in a single night 
by the dusky diplomats in celebrating 
the success of their Napoleonic stroke 
of generalsMp. 

Coming; Down In the World. 

History furnishes but very few in¬ 
stances of persons of exalted station 
who have-freely renounced their titles 
and their fortunes to don the garb of a 
simple workman. The duke of Gal- 
leira, lately deceased, is a casein point.
